Remedies for 
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“Interference.” 


By P. P. Eckersley, Chief Engineer of the B.B.C. 


HIE fly in the ointment—Intorference. 
As one who is largely responsible for the 

echnical side of broadcasting, I am more 
worried about the problern of interforence than 
lany other—which is not t0 say the problem i 
insuperable. Let me tell you, however, some 
ff the schemes that have been put on foot to 
fambat interference. 

‘We may classify interference under several 
headings, as follows 

(1) By other wireless transmitting station® 

(2) By receiving stations (oscillation), 

(3) By electrical machinery, power mains, 
electric plants and illuminating signs. 

(4) By. atmospherics. 

(6) Mos 

‘Taking these under the above headings, it 
may be well to examine them in more detail 

(1) If you live on the South Coast or near 
large shipping centres, and at the samo time 
far away {som a broadcasting station, and if 
you want 40 listen to broadcast, you will find 
Your reception much marred by hacsl, msping 
dots and dashes in the Morse code.
